The single foil consists of successive layers of plating, 

gold, Am-241 and gold, gold, silver, and flash plating for 

identification.  In the double foil the flash plating is replaced by 

gold, Am-241 and gold, gold, and plating.  The plating is yellow 

gold, white gold, or palladium.  During transport the material may 

be in the form of free foils or secured in a variety of holders or 

mounts.  

3. Radioactive Contents - Americium-241 as an oxide with the activity 

per foil ranging from less than 0.037 MBq (1 uCi) to 2.035 GBq (55 

mCi).  Activity per unit area does not exceed 0.086 MBq per square 

millimeter (1500 uCi per square inch). 

4. Management System Activities - Records of Management System 

activities required by Paragraph 306 of the IAEA regulations shall 

be maintained and made available to the authorized officials for at 

least three years after the last shipment authorized by this 

certificate. Consignors in the United States exporting shipments 

under this certificate shall satisfy the requirements of Subpart H 

of 10 CFR 71.
